Chief Young Says He Will Not

Mrs. Mamie Messerly, 1348 Cass ave- 
nue, mother of John Messerly, 19 years 
old, whe was shot.and killed in front 
of his home by Patrolman Charles H. 
Sydnor Tuesday afternoon, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter W'ednesday her story 
of the affair. 

She declared her son 
she ran downstairs that the quarrel be- 
gan when Mike Johns, one of the pro- 
prietors of the restaurant on the first 
joor, upbraided him for accepting Syd- 
hoer’s invitation to take a drink from a 
“can’’ of beer boy said he had 


bought for Sydnor. In emphatically de- 
nying that he was in the restaurant or 
had sent for the beer, Sydnor brought 
_out a strange feature of the Case. 

He had befriended Mrs. Messerly and 
her family in many ways, once saving 
her life and trying desperately to save 
that of her daughter, Mazie, 12 years 
old,.after a gasoline explosion in the 
home, he said. The child later died of 
her injuries. The boy who was killed 
recently was given a job, at Sydnor’s 
request, by two of Sydnor'’s sons, and 
an older son of Mrs. Messerly recently 
asked Sydnor to get work for him, ac- 
corcing to the policeman’s account. 

Mrs. Messerly said her son told her 
Johns struck him after he took the 
beer from Sydnor. 

Fight Is Started. .. 

The boy went outside, she said, and 
commenced cursing Johns. The restau- 
rant man followed him and a fight 
@tarted.. Mrs. Messerly said Sydnor 
left the place by a back door and 
walked around in front to order the 
‘men to stop quarreling. 

By this time Mrs. Messerly said she 
had heard the row and had gone to in- 
vestigate. She asked her son what was 
the matter and he told her. Sydnor 
then arrested the boy. Mrs. Messerly 
insisted that he arrest Mike Zaros, 
the other proprietor of the place, also

Shot in Side of Head. 

Physicians who examined young Mes- 
gerly’s body at the morgue found that 
he had been shot in the left side of the 
head. 

Sydnor, who has been transferred to 
the “office beat’’. around Carr Street 
Station, aleo gave the reporter his ver- 
sion of the trouble. He said he was 
walking in Nineteenth street toward 
Cass avenue, when he saw Messerly 
standing in front of the restaurant with 
a knife In his hand. Messerly was 
shouting at somebody inside and was 
using very bad language, Sydnor said. 

Messerly either threw the knife away 
or put it into his pocket before he was 
arrested, according to Sydnor. Messerly 
insisted that Johns be taken to the sta- 
tion also, Sydnor said, and they went in- 
side to wait until Johns got his coat and 
hat. 

Mrs. Messerly was in the restaurant, 

dnor said. 

Sydnor said that while he was waiting 
for Johns, he was attacked simultane- 
gusty by Mrs. Messerly and the boy. 
“Messerly broke away and his mother 
held me when I tried to follow,” said 
Sydnor. ‘I dragged her to the door. 
When I drew my revolver I had no in- 

tion of shooting the boy, but wanted 
' to alm over his head and frighten him.

Champ Clark Men Cultivate Support From Delegates 
Commanded by Ryan-Murphy- Taggart Forces, While 
Wilson Fights That Influence With Bryan-Missouri- 
ans Confident of Success, but Jerseyites Think Bryan 
Will Help Their Man Win.

BALTIMORE, June 26.—Thomas 


F, Ryan, directing genius of the 


American Tobacco Co., promoter of the New York traction syndicate, and 
director and large stockholder in 40 other public service corporatins, is the 
wan behind the thrne in the Democratic national convention. 

He is here, ostensibly as a delegate from Virginia. He has an elaborate 
suite of apartments at the Washington apartments, whence his orders to 


his lieutenants are communicated. 

Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tam- 

many Hall, and Thomas M. Taggart, 

National Committeeman from Indiana, 
are among Ryan’s chief political allies. 
The Ryan-Murphy-Taggart combination 
has come to be known as fighting the so- 
called progressive movement in the 
Democracy, with William J. Bryan 4s 
the nominal object of attack. They want 
to nominate the Democratic candidate 
for President or at least have a con- 
trolling voice in the matter. Bryan 
charges that Ryan is the personal rep- 
resentative of Wall street and is active 
for “big business,’’ in seeking to put 
the reactionaries in the saddle. 

The New York combination appears 
to have been assiduously cultivated. by 
the forces supporting Champ Clark for 
President. Gov. Wilson is on the other 
side, and with Bryan is making the fight 
virtually alone against it. The combina- 
tion which Bryan calls a Wall street 
censpiracy, controls. probably 260 votes. 

Missourians Are Confident. 

The Missouri leaders are generally con- 
fident that Clark will capture the big 
presidential prize. They declare he will 
have more than 600 votes on the first 
ballot and that he should have _ the 
necessary two-thirds, or 728, on the sec- 
ond or third. The fight, as they see it, 
is between Clark and Wilson of New 
Jersey. Senator Stone of Missouri, past- 
master in the art of political manipula- 
tion, is the personal head of the Clark- 
z for-President organization. He is given 

credit for having made the deal whereby 
Speaker Clark hopes to win the support 
of the New York anti-Bryan delegation 
and other strongholds of the Democratic 
reactionary element. At the same time, 
he expects to hold to Speaker Clark’s 
strength among the Bryan men. But 
this is considered doubtful. 

After the test of strength on the tem- 
porary chairmanship, it is maintained 
that Bryan cannot get the presidential 
nomination himself. 

.Bo he cannot stampede the convention 
in his own behalf undoubtedly the drift 
ef the Bryan men will be toward the 
New Jersey Governor. The conserva- 
tives point out that Bryan cannot jump 
in behind Witson and make the fight for 
him as the candidate because he is in- 
structed by his State for Clark and will 
be compelled to cast his ballot for the 
Missourian. 

Wilson's advisers profess to be abso- 
lutely certain that Clark cannot get two- 
thirds on the second ballot. They de- 
clare that after the second ballot Bryan 
will have the whip-hand and that he will 
hold out indefinitely until the convention 
finally accepts the nomination of Wil- 
s0n. 

“We can hold all the men for Clark 
who voted for Parker,” said one of 
the Clark Meutenantsa today. “And we 
will get, besides, nearly 200 more votes 
for him, for the reason that the Clark 
men lost between 15 and 200 of their 
men On the Parker vote for temporary 
chairman. 

“This number refused to be bound by 
their pledge on any question except the 
nomination of Clark. They would not 
take orders on any other proposition. 


What Effect on Clark. 
Analysis of the vote which elected Par- 


ker temporary chairman of the econven- 
tlon caused a delegate today to remark 
that it was a ‘“‘cross vetween the hun’ 
dawg and the Tammany Tiger,” The big 
question today is, what will be the effect 
of such a union on Speaker's Clark's 
presidential candidacy? The Clark men 
say the elimination of Bryan leaves only 
Clark, but less interested observers de- 
clare the combination of “big interests,” 
under the leadership of Charies F. Mur-

of Harmon withdrawing. Neither 
seemed to fit into a situation with 
Clark and Tammany Hal! on one side 
and the Wilson-Bryan forces on the 
other.

Study of the tabulated vote on tem-

and of the Clark vote he got only one- 
half. 

The Clark interests may be over- 
[playing the obligation they think they 
have put the anti-progressive leaders 
under by delivering votes to them for 
the election of Parker. 

Clark Vote Is Split. ? 

Idaho, Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Ok- 
lahoma, Washington and Wyoming cast 
virtually their entire votes on the Bryan 
side. Iowa, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire and West Virginia split nearly 
even, and in Kentucky, California and 
Clark's own State of Missouri Bryan 
got approximately a third of the dele- 
gates. 

As indicative of the uncertainty of 
the situation, Tammany Leader Murphy 
has issued positive orders to the New 
York State delegates not to adorn them- 
selves with the buttons or badges of any 
candidate and not to join in the shout- 
ing for any of them. He will tell them 
when he is ready to have them show his 
hand. 

Vice-presidential talk is idle at this 
time. That must be determined after 
the presidential candidate has been 
agreed upon by those who can control. 
The conservative or progressive char- 
acter of the head of the ticket must 
determine the sort of a running mate 
he shall have. The section of the coun- 
try from which the presidential nominee 
comes must determine the section from 
which the man for the second place 
must come. 

Names that are suggested in conneo- 
tion with the vice-presidency are those 
of Senator O’Gorman of New York. 
Congressman William Sulzer of New 
York and Gov. Dix of New York. Gov. 
Marshall of Indiana and Gov. Burke of 
North Dakota are urged in case the 
presidential nomination goes to the 
East. The only active candidates are 
Congressman Redfield of Brooklyn and 
Mayor Preston of Baltimore. 

Others who have received some atten- 
tion are Gov. Foss of Massachusetts, 
Francis Burton Harrison of New York, 
ex-Gov. Wilson L. Douglas of Massa- 
chusetts, ex-Gov. Montague of Virginia, 
Clark Howell of Georgia, Josephus Dan- 
lels of North Carolina, ex-Gov.

BALTIMORE, June 2%.—Judge Parker 
was reintroduced in the evening to de- 
liver the keynote speech which had 
been interrupted in the afternoon and 
in opening, he commented on the Re- 
publican convention at Chicago, where 
he said, the words “liar,’’ ‘‘corruption- 
ists,”’ ‘‘traitor,”’ and ‘‘thief,"’ were free- 
ly used. 

“We will have nothing like that in 
this convention,” he sald. “We had a 
little difference here this afternoon. but 
there was nothing said by any one in 
that difference that was intended to 
be severe. 

“If I thought the chief speaker today 
Was a little bit harsh, I remembered 
the three great struggles he made for 
the Democratic party in this country.” 
A burst of applause and a shout of 
“Bryan, Bryan,” interrupted the speak- 
er. 

“I realize that it meant much to 
him,” continued Parker, “and if he 
was mistaken in regard to my position, 
I belleve it your duty and mine to for- 
give it and to stand with him. 

‘There is one place where he is 
wanted, where he is capable of render- 
ine great service—that is the chairman- 
ship of the Resolutions Committee. I 
hope and belleve that every member of 
that committee will honor himself by 
casting his vote for Mr. Bryan for 
chairman.”

were sent to Mississippi, Georgia 
and Florida or not, but Mississippi 
and Georgia voted solidly for Par- 
ker, and he also received all but 
one of Florida. votes. 

Mr. Harmon’s Ohio vote was cast 
solidly for Parker, presumably in 
his interest, if not at his’ request. 
Twelve of the .ourteen votes of Con- 
necticut went to Parker, and it is fair 
to assume that this was agreeable to 
Gov. Baldwin. North Dakota's 10 
votes were cast for me with the 
approval of Gov. Burke, who an- 
nounced in advance his opposition to 
Parker. 

Gov. Wilson came out strong 
against Parker and so far as I know 
I received all the votes of the Wil- 
son delegates. There may have been 
exceptions, but if so they have not 
been brought to my attention. 

The Clark vote was divided. A 
number of the Western States, in- 
structed for Clark, cast their votes 
for me. Washington, Idaho, Wyo- 
ming, Kansas, Colorado ana half of 
Iowa were some of the Clark dele- 
gations that voted against Parker. 
In the Oklahoma delegation the Wil- 
son half voted for me and the Clark 
half for Parker. 

Missouri gave the larger share of 
her votes to Parker. It was under- 
stood that Mr. Clark himself was 
not taking sides, but his managers 
worked manfully for Parker. Mr. 
Bell of California, one of the leaders 
in the Clark campaign, took the 
floor in favor of Mr. Parker. Sen- 
ator Stone and ex-Senator Dubois 
were among the most enthusiastic of 
the Parker supporters. 

' Kentucky, a Clark State, went so 
far as to instruct its committeemen 
to vote for Parker as against James, 
who was put forth as Mr. Clark’s 
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ceptance without a contest. 

The committee, however, brought 
out Judge Parker and pitted him 
against Congressman Henry, the 
choice of Mr. Wilson, and Congress- 
man James, the choice of Mr. Clark. 
When the matter went before the full 
committee, the Wilson men, on Gov. 
Wilson’s advice, brought their 
strength to James, but James could 
not hold all of the Clark men. 


James Dropped Out. 

I tried to persuade Mr. James to 
allow the use of his name in the con- 
vention contest against Parker, but 
as Mr. Clark’s managers were sup- 
porting Mr. Parker, even to the ex- 
tent of having Kentucky’s national 
committeeman vote for Parker, the 
Kentucky delegation was also largely 
for Parker, Mr. James did not feel 
at liberty to enter the contest. 

I then asked Senator 0’Gorman to 
allow the use of his name, but he 
felt it his duty to decline. I then 
presented the matter to Senator 
Kern, who was loath to undertake 
the contest owing to conditions in 
his State. However, he agreed to 
take the matter under consideration. 
J did not see him any more until 
after the chairmanship fight was 
over, but I heard late Monday night 
that he had devised a scheme in the 
interest of harmony, which I was 
giad to approve. 

I think the reader, when he has 
fully digested this scheme, will admit 
that it is about as good an illus- 
tration as has been seen in many 
a day of the manner itn which the 
act and patriotism can be combined.

CHOUTEAL GRANT 
SOLD AT AUCTION 


Part of Historic Property, Sold 
Under Court’s Order, Re- 
mains in Family. 





Four historic pieces of real estate in 
the possession of the Chouteau family 
since an old Spanish grant conveyed 
them from their original Indian own- 
ers to Auguste Chouteau a century or 
more ago were placed on sale at the 
east front door of the St. Louis Court- 
house Wednesdsy. 

The sale is held ‘under an order of the 
Probate Court’ obtained by H. Chou- 
teau Dyer, nephew and executor of the 
will of J. Gilman Chouteau, to whom 
the property belonged. The Mercantile 
Trust Co. has charge of the property. 

The four pieces of real estate are on 
the northwest corner of Eleventh and 
Poplar, the property running from 125 
to 129 South Eleventh, the property on 
the east side of Twelfth % feet south of 
Spruce, and the property at 115 South 
Eleventh, all being in the vicinity of 
the old Union Station and originally a 
pact of the estate of Auguste Chouteau, 
one of the founders of St. Louis. None 
of the property has ever before been 
deeded out of the Chouteau family. 

The property descended from Auguste 
Chouteau to his son, Henry, who was 
killed in the Gasconade disaster in 1855. 
It was then inherited by J. Gilman Chou- 
teau, son of Henry. J. Gilman Chou- 
teau remained a bachelor, and lived at 
the Southern Hotel from the time that 
historic hostelry was built until his 
death in 1908. His estate now goes to 
his collateral heirs.

Nine out of every 10 fans may figure 
that the National League race is all 
over but the shouting, because the New 
York Giants are more than 200 points 
ahead of the Pirates of Pittsburg, the 
runners-up at present-in the Lynch 
marathon, But not so the Pirates. They 
figure that they have a chance and a 
very good one at that, to tumble the 
men of McGraw before next October. 

They base their pennant aspirations 
on the fact that the Giants have been 
very lucky in most of their games to 
date. The same goes for “Rube” Mar- 
quard, who bagged his seventeenth con- 
test Tuesday and who was pushed Ill 
innings to win from Marty O’Toole on 
his last out against the Corsairs. 

The chief reason, according to the 
Pirates, that the Giants are due for a 
tumble pretty soon, is the fact that the 
leaders looked bad in the recent four- 
game series with’ the Pirates. The Pi- 
rates won three of the four games and 
pushed Marquard 11 innings to win the 
lone contest that went New Yorkward. 

If Marquard Should Slump. 

‘“‘Marquard has been McGraw’s chief aid to 
date.’’ said one of the Pirates to the Post- 
Dispatch, ‘tand he is dus for a tumble pretty 
soon. The Giants probably could win the 
pennant without Marquard’s aid for the rest 
of the season, but suppose Marquard and 
some other Giant star, either Larry Doyle 
or Chief Meyers, should be injured at the 
same time. 

‘That would make a heap of difference in 
the race, and that is what is apt to happen 
McGraw has had all the breaks, but they 
seldom follow a team an entire season. 
That’s the reason we look for some crack in 
the New York club, and when it comes we 
are’ going to jump in and take the lead. 

“Our pitching staff is better balanced than 
the Giants, We have been going along pretty 
well with Camnitz, Hendrix, O’Toole and 
Robinson and have Adams to fall back on 
later on. He was hurt May 31 and is round-
